CARING FOR THE GOOD BOOK.'," 


-How tho SiTlptiirfcs \Vor« Pres^rvert s^re- 


vloiiH to Tiiulr Truxntlation. • 


The books of the lnw v/ere the< first 


books'ot' tlie Bible to be collected by the 
priests and leaders of the Israelites; after 
th'e la^v cauis c!:e written hi.^torjr of .the 
people, in the Fifth century B. Q., the 
collection of tho prophets by Nehemiah; 
and from hi» time onward the collection 
of hagiograplia, the Psalms, Pt'overbs,, 
Job, .Canticles. All of these li£cl been 
preserved by the prieste, copied and rei 
copied-us occasion 'reqiih'e*d, aud circti-" 
lated in manuscripts, as of course all 
writingsw^ra circulated in those clays.' 


The lUsQi'i'isiou of the Hebrews and 


their acquisition of other languages and 
loss of the Hel;rew language, necessitat- 
ed the 'translation of the iricriptures into 
other than tho Hebrew, and previous to 
the Second century B. C. what we-lfnow 
as the Septuagiut translation—the LXX 
—was completed in Greek, designed es- 
pecially for tho Hebrews living in Alex- 
andria and''other parts of Egj*pt 
The 
1™ 


Septuagint conies from a tradition that 
seventy scholars—seventy-two actually 
—made the translation. Translations and 
recensions into tho Aramaic were also 
made, and these translations were copied 
from time to time, BO that the oldest 
manuscript of the Old Testament now 
extant is only about 1/100 yoara old. 


The case is the same with the New 


Testament. It was written again and 
again, until now there are upward of 
1,000 manuscripts for the Gospels and as 
many more for the rest of the New Tes- 
tament. The oldest manuscripts are the 
Codex Sinaiticus and the Codes Vatica- 
nus, which datofrom the Fourth century 
A. D, So the boohs of the Bible.were 
handed down, the old copies always be- 
,ing renewed before they wore out, the 
language beiijg Hebrew, Greek and after 
A. D. 800, Latin. The latter, in the trans- 
lation adopted by the Roman church, and 
known as the Vulgate, because com- 
monly used in the Christian churches, 
was the first book printed, in 1450-3, 


As far back aa the Seventh century 


portions of tho Vulgate were translated 
into English, and tho early versions by 
Wyclif and his predecessors, by Pur- 
vey and others, were translations from 
the Vulgate. Tyndale used Luther's 
German translation of the Greek Bible. 
Tbo iinthoriiiod version of King James 
v.-tis made by forty-seven scholars and 
fiiii.-licd in l U l l j the ni<umecriptH, so fur 
aa iicceiisibla, wero consul led, the trans- 
.atws not restricting themselves to"the 
Vulgate, but going to the Hebrew and 
3-roek whenever thpy could.—Pittxburg 
Dispatch.

O. Mills. 
It is owned by the Bank ot 


California, the VirgiDia 
& 
Truckee 


Railroad Company nud J. W. Mackay, 
who purchased it nearly twenty years 
ago from Joseph T. Goodman. 


The Enterprise was first published in 


Genoa, Douglas county, in 1859, by Col- 
onel Williams and William 
Jornegan 


when the Territory now comprising the 
State of Nevada was a part of Brigham 
Young's dominion. 
It advocated the 


seces-tioo of Nevada from Utah and the 
organiz ition of a provisional government. 
When laiiac Hoop of Susanville \vns 
elected Governor of Nevada at the time 
the provisional government was organ- 
ized, Carson was selected as the Capital 
of the Territory and the Enterprise was 
moved 
there. 
Subsequently 
it was 


established in Virginia City, and for 
yeirs was the leading newspaper of 
Nevada. 
It 
w>is conducted by J. T. 


Goodman and D E McOirthy, Sitmnel 
L Cli'tiit'iis (Mirk Twain) and William 
Wright (D,m D Quille), Rollin M. Dag- 
gett and C. C. Goodwin, all of them 
noted wriieis, were connected with the 
Enterprise editorially or as repot ters. 
It 


is said that R. M. Dagjjett, who waa 
ita priucip.il editor for years, received a 
sa'ary of §6,00f> a year for his services. 


The 
fact that tho Enterprise 
was 


owned by banking and railroad corpora- 
tions operated against it. 
In the recent 


campaign it opposed the silver move- 
ment and lost what influence it

Rumor had 


it that it was conducted at a loss to its 
owners for years, and D. O. Mills, who is 
oue of them, it seems, ordered it to sus 
peud publication.

The 
Grand Jury Dissatisfied With 


StanfordV'Asaessment. 


HOKEIBLH DEATH OF A LADY. 


Congressional. 


WASHINGTON, Jun. 14.—The Bonne was 


snnsidering tbe bill to promote the effi- 
ciency of tbe militia for n time, but it l»id 
it aside without action and prooe ded to 
the consideration of tha nooftsures called up 
by the Committee on Indian Affairs. 


Tbe Houae Committee on Census ap 


pointed a anb-oommittee to draft a bill es- 
tablishing a permanent census bureau. 


The Appropriations Committee bag un- 


der consideration a proposition to abolish 
all pension agencies and pay tbe pension- 
ers with chaoka direct from the Treasury. 
Secretary Foster of the Treasury said lie 
rather favored the scheme. 


Tbe floor was then accorded the Com 


mittee on Indian Affaire. 
The first bill 


called up waa ooe appropriating $8,595,000 
to ratify and confirm an agreement with 
the Cherokee nation, which provided for 
the cefsion by the Cherokee Indians of tbe 
Cherohoe outlet, which contains about 
3.000,000 aoroa. 


An amendment was adopted allowing 


the government six years in which to pay 
the money find in tbe meantime pay five 
per cent, interest. 


On motion of Butler of Iowa an amend 


ment was adopted providing that DO per- 
son who is the owner of eighty acres o! 
land or who i« the owner of real estate in 
any city or town, the aggregate value oi 
which exceeds $2,000, shall enter any laod 
open to settlement. 
(The original bil! 


made tbe restriction apply to owners of one 
hundred and sixty acres). 


After a further discussing and adoption 


of some minor amendments tbe bill was 
passed and tbe House adjourned.

In the Senate the Presidential electoral 


coitifieutes from Oregon and South Dakota 
were presented and placed on filf». 


Cuffery was appointed to tbe vacancy 


caused by the death of Gibson of Louisi- 
ana, He appeared and took the oatb o] 
office. 


Woloott of Colorado offered a resolution 


iustrocticg the Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations to inquire what sums have boon ex- 
pended in and aboutttbesjjicar«gna oanul 
since the account of the expenditures here- 
tofore rendered. 
Be remarked that two 


years ogo testimony taken by the Commit- 
tee on Foreign E-lationa Bhnwed op to 
that time that about §3,000,000 bad beeo 
expended, but it ia now proposed to give 
the company $6,000,000 iu boodn, gunrxn- 
teed by tho Government. He said that he 
did not suppose that it would be seriously 
contended tbat any such expenditure had 
been muJe by tbe company within tbe labt 
two yenrs, add that the purpose ot bis res- 
olution wns to ascertain what tbe actual ex- 
penditures bad been. 


Sherman, Chairman of tbe Committee 


on Foreigst Rotations, said he bad no ob- 
j"Ction to the resolution. Two years ago, 
he Biiiil, the company had expended three 
million dollars und sinoethen hud expended 
considerable more, but not as much as six 
million dollars, bnt tbe amount actually 
expended w»s to be ascertained by the 
Secretary of the Treasury and the Secretary 
of State, and tbe maximum to bo turned!

The debate in tbe Senate over tbe recog- 


nition of the Populist House came op this 
morning on tbe presentation of tbe House 
concurrent resolution by O'Brien (Fusion' 
Democrat). 


A hot debate 
followed, and Dillard 


(Fopatist) joined 
O'Brien 
and Taytar 


(Populists), saying tbat he and bissym 
pathies were with the Populists and he bad 
every reason for acting with them, bnt it 
was simply a matter of right and wrong in 
this matter, and he mast protest against 
any recognition of tbe House. 


The Populist caucus had determined to 


rush the matter through, and after two 
speeches from O'Brien, who led the fight 
for the opposition, they demanded tbe 
previous question. The motion was lost 
by a vote of 22 to 17.

House is fixed.

on the Governor and inform him tha 
the Legislature was organized and ready 
for business.

California Claim* Another Slice of This 


State. 


The San Francisco Bulletin savi*: 
" Captain William Eimbaok of Washing- 


ton, D. C., has on hand an important 
mission, which may result in decreasing 
tho area of Nevada by a good many thou- 
sand acres. 


The area, if it is to be added to Califor- 


nia, will be sliced off the western side of 
Nevada. 
It will take in some of the rich- 


est portion of the fertile Carson Valley and 
a lot of the mining country of Mono, Inyo 
and San Bernardino counties wilt be ex- 
tended. 


"Captain Eimbeok, who is an assiataotin 


the Coast Survey, has been ordered to 
make a resurvey of that portion of the 
boundary line of California lying between 
Lake Taboe and The Needles. Tbia re- 
survey was oidered by Superintendent 
Mendenhall, following the instructions of 
a bill passed by the last Congress making 
the appropriation for this parpOBP. 
The 


The last California Legislature also asked 
for this resuivey. 


"It appears that a slight error in the ac- 


cepted Von Schmidt survey of the eastern 
boundary of the State is recognized. This 
error it is calculated, may at places make a 
difference of folly three miles—thut ia, the 
California line may be pushed east u to 
Nevada that 
much. 
How the 
enor 


chanced is a matter of dispute among scien- 
tist?. It came about largely because of a 
chirnny description of the State boundary, 
a close following of which would have com- 
pelled the surveyors to locate an angle 
monument at a point iu Lake Taboo where 
the water is 1,900 feet deep.

A Stcuuacr for Honey Luko. 


Tho Amedee Geyser says the Honey 


Lako Transportation Company has been 
organized to place a steamer on Honey 
Lake. Tho steamer will be 40 feet long 
and the lowo? deck will project over the 
hull of the vessel so that it will be nearly 
thirty feet in width at its widest point. 
Double engines will be used, of course, 
and tho engine room will be entirely dis- 
tinct from the passebger cabin. The pilot 
house will be placed directly above the pas- 
senger cabin ou the fore part of the boat, 
but the steering apparatus will be so ar- 
ranged that the course of the boat may be 
directed from the engine room. 


Her engines will develop power .enough 


;o enable her to make the trip in less than 
five hours, or more than ten milea an hour 
nclnding short stops.

Gotham, "says the exclusive florist, "who 
spend enough each season to keep a 
family—spend it on flowers for the giddy 
queen of the footlights and upon their 
lady loves.

Tha Inaugural Ball. 


An interesting feature has arisen with 


respect to tbe inauguration of President 
Cleveland. March 4 next year occurs on 
Saturday. The discovery of this fact 
baa led to st me discussion regarding the 
propriety of holding the inaugural ball 
on Sattu-Jay night, when Sunday morn- 
ing must necessarily be ushered in with 
the first str6kp of 12. Inquiry of those 
who have been prominently identified 
with the inauguration ceremonies of pre- 
vious years shows that this question need 
not occasion concern. 


In the first place, the event knovrWft 


the inaugural "ball" is in reality a*"re- 
ceptioii merely. The throng in attend- 
ance is always so great as to prevent 
dancing. In the second place, it has, 
with rare exceptions, been brought to a 
conclusion by midnight, even when np 
considerations of respect for Sunday en- 
tered into the case. A ball on Friday 
night would be inappropriate, and a 
postponement to Monday night would- 
be an injustice to the thousands of visit- 
ors who would be compelled to leave 
the city before that time. There is no 
likelihood, therefore, that the time hon- 
ored precedent of an inauguration ball 
on the evening of inauguration day will 
be departed from when Mr. Cleveland ifl 
inducted into office.— Washington Post.
